In stories of the past,-an-<ni 
mal called “the unicorn” was 
mentioned from time to time.« 
This beast was supposed to look 

» a horse and to have a single 
horn jutting out from the middle 
of its forehead. The horn was 
said to be about two feet long 

No animal like- that has been 
known, but the myth may have 
come from a report of the one 
horned rhinoceros. India is the 
home of the one-horned rhino 
ceros, which has a horn about 
one foot long. 

The Arctic Ocean is the home 
of an animal with what looks like 
a single horn. This is the nar- 
whal, which sometimes is called 
the “sea unitern,” 

On closer study we find that 
the long, pointed object is a tusk 
rather than a horn. It grows 
out of the upper jaw of the male 
narwhal.
